back by the Particles of the Iron which they meet with, 
as if they were of the Number of thofe Corputcles, 
which being at Liberty, do return of their own Accord, 
which at length do fend thefe by a refleétive Motion to 
the Loadjtone whence they firft came: Hence it is that 
iron is drawn toward the Lozdftone, principally by the 
Agitation of thofe minute magnetick Corpuicles mov'd 
in the Concavities of the Jron, and being fhaken toge- 
ther by the fundry Motions of thofe Corpulcles which are 
twifted one within another, thofe Corpuicles which do 
return by Reflection, are complicated amd annexd to 
thofe which are in the Pores of the Iron, or elfe have 

a(s’d them thro’, and cannot be return’d or mov’d to- 
wards the Loadftone, unlefs they draw along with them 
thofe Corpufcles to which they are annex’d, and which 
cannot follow, unlefs by their Motion the Iron be carry’d 
with them; fo the Iron follows, and is mov’d towards 
the Loadftone, except the Iron be bigger chan the 
Loadftoue, for then the Corpufcles which proceed from the 
Load{tone are not {v many, nor by Confequence fo power- 
ful,as to drawthe Iron,or the Impreffion which they make 
upon the Iron is not ftrong enough to caufe a Reniten- 
cy to pafs that Site by which they ought to be beaten back. 

Thisis the Reafon thatthe Load/tone draws no other 
Body but Iron, becaufe other Bodies do not return the 
Atoms, neither are their Pores well fitted for thofe Mag- 
netick Corpuicics, 

By the fame Reafon it does appear that the Loadftone 
ought not to approach co the Iron, but the Iron to the 
Loadftone. At may be faid, that hard and folid Bodies, 
fuch as fron is, cannot emit fuch a great Number of Cor- 
pulcles as other Bodies, which like the Loadjtone, are lefs 
{olid, and more porous, Allo there may be a Reafon 
given why the Loadftone being rub’d with Garlick, or Oil, 
doth not fo eafiiy draw [ron to it, efpecially if you alfo 
rub them with it, becaufe thefe ftrange Corpulcles, by 
their Oilinefs, do hinder the Emifhion of the Corpufcles 
out of the Loadftone, and alfo their Entrance into the 
Pores of the Iron, and do break their elaftick Force. 

We may obferve many other Effeéts of the Load/tone: 
As for Example, That Iron put upon a Table, is mov’d 
by the Virtue of this Stone which is plac’d under 
the Table, for it is certain that the Spirit, or Cor- 
pufcles of the Load/tone, which moves the Iron, penetrates 
thro’ the Vacuity, or Pores of the Table, as if by {mall 
and invifible Threads it had been ty’d to the Load/tone: 
It isthe fame Thing if the Table be of Marble, or Glafs, 
provided it be not greafy, nor too thick; which proves 
the Porofity of Bodies. 

We [ee another Effeét of this Stone in a Needle, which 
being touch’d by it, always turns cowards the Pole, I fup- 
pofe for this Reafon, becaufe there are whole Mountains 
of Loadftones found under the Poles, difperiing their Spi- 
rits thro’ the univerfal World. Spirits which are entangl’d 
with thofe, which do adhere to the magnetick Needle, 
whofe Force is leffen’d, as the Spirits of i¢ are diffi- 
pated, efpecially if the Compafs be fet ina Place where 
there are Pieces of Iron, to which the Spirits ftick, and 
leave the Needle, which had taken no greater Quantity of 
em than what was requilite, according to its Capacity. 

That which is moft wonderful in this Stone is, that we 
fee it draws Iron on one Side, and rejeéts it on the other, fo 
that it appears in every Loadftone that there are two Poles 
of the World; the North Pole attraéts Iron, the South
